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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the papers filed 3/20/07. 
Claims 1-9, 19 and 23 are under consideration. 

A signed copy of the IDS filed 1 1/3/06 is enclosed. 

Rejections Withdrawn 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 17, 18, 21 , and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Olson etaL (US 20030232745A1 ). 

Applicant has amended the claims and the rejection is withdrawn. 

Rejections Maintained 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 1-9, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for inhibiting the interaction of a C-type lectin on 
a dendritic cell in vitro wherein the lectin is SEQ ID# 2 and the antibody binds to SEQ 
ID# 2, does not reasonably provide enablement for 80 or 90% or more identity of the 
lectin or of antibodies that bind to the lectin. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Applicant argues that the examples show the enablement of the claimed 
invention in particular Examples on pages 27-28. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and not found persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., limitations that are commensurate with the examples) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1 1 81 , 26 USPQ2d 1 057 (Fed. Cir. 1 993). 

Applicant's response points out in vitro experiments that show the involvement of 
certain cell types and use for treating a range of diseases and conditions. 
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The specification provides no guidance regarding practice of the claimed method. 
The amount of direction is limited to a cell culture assay to determine the effects of 
AZD-1 and AZD-2 in binding to SEQ ID# 2 and the reaction of that complex with other 
cell types (spec, pages 27-28). There is no evidence that shows any correlation with in 
vivo efficacy. In vitro testing is, at most, useful tool for screening but is not predictive of 
in vivo effectiveness. Ex parte Balzarini (BdPat App&lnt) 21 USPQ2d 1892. One 
skilled in the art would not associate successful in vitro testing results with successful in 
vivo treatment due to the high level of unpredictability of this art. 

The rejection is maintained. 



Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Curtis 
(WO93/01820). 

Applicant argues that the reference does not disclose methods for modulating an 
immune response. Applicant also argues that it does not teach inducing tolerance or the 
other elements listed in claim 8. 
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Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and not found persuasive. 

The sequence in the claims and of the receptor in the prior art (both SEQ ID# 2s) 
are the same. The prior art teaches inhibiting HIV infection by administering a 
compound (page 8, lines 27-29) that blocks binding of HIV to the receptor (sentence 
spanning pages 3-4 teaches a compound binding to receptor and thus inhibiting HIV 
binding). The method step is clearly anticipated and it is clear that blocking infection 
would modulate an immune response and reduce an immune response; no infection, no 
immune response. The reference teaches immunotherapy as well as use of other 
compounds (antibody and other compounds block binding, Example 2, page 12, line 
28). 

Thus, Curtis anticipates the claims. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
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be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Applicant states they will evaluate the need for a TD at the time allowable matter 
is indicated or provide arguments as needed. 
The rejection is maintained.
